£ present plans materialize 
there will also be a programme of 
bridge building to co-ordinate 
with the necessary strengthening 
of the streets. There are at pre- 
sent only two bridges, across. the 
Soochow creek. of steel construc- 
tion, namely the Garden Bridge 
and the Chekiang. Road bridge 
and of these the latter is too 
narrow to admit of any more 
traffic.
